Salvation Army Buildings to Be 
Open Every Night. 



It will be good news to ni.inV 
Service men that The Salvition" 
Army's Rest Rooms fnr jtr^fr'i.'d 
soldiers at Waterloo Staiion ^\iLI in 
future be open every night. 

During a- recent week-end nomc 
three hundred men were provided 
with sleeping accommodation, re- 
freshments, both at night and ir-thc 
. marntng, and a wash and bru^h-up 
before catching their trains— all free 
of charge. And although this num- 
ber was assisted in thi-^ way, there 
were still hundreds who nerc either 
walking the streets all night or steep- 
ing in the station. 

"The other night," says Brigadier 
Greenwood, who is in charge of this 
work, "in spite of the fact that a 
hundred men were packed into our 
rooms, over sixty were lying 01 the 
cold station platform, many in their 
shirt sleeves, having taken oft their 
tunics to make themselves pUlons. 

"The men are very grateful for 
. what we do for them, and many 
warmly expressed thcit thanks. One 
man said, 'We find The Army every- 
where, and. all the time it's "what 
can we do to help you, my boy?"*'* 

Among the crowd one night was a 
Canadian sergeant who, on learning 
who the Brigadier was, introd^ced 
himeelt as having been a Salvation- ^ 
Soldier under him at Stirling tweitty- 
cight years ago— he is stdl a Salva- 
tionist. 

Adjutant Greasley and Scout 
Leader Jatnes, of Westminster, have . 
been appointed to help the JJngadier. 
A useful work is also being done, 
although not on such a large scale, 
at Victoria, where during the week- 
end over sixty men ■ were fed and 
sheltered.
